Wildlife Crop 
Insurance Not 
Too Popular 

Members of the Joint Game and 
Wildlife Committee, on which are 
represented the FUA, AFA, West¬ 
ern Livestock Growers and the 
Alberta Fish and Game Association, 
met Feb. 20, with Mr. Willmore, 
minister of lands and forests. The 
minister reported that the pre¬ 
miums for crop insurance would 
be reduced to 2%. He was disap¬ 
pointed about the lack of partici¬ 
pation. If the fund is not used it 
may be discontinued. The commit¬ 
tee took the stand that a change 
in conditions and increase in duck 
population could make this fund 
and the insurance policy very im¬ 
portant. A change in insurance 
practice was suggested so that a 
farmer could insure any portion 
of a quarter section without de¬ 
signating the actual area. The 
minister agreed to take a look at 
this proposal after consulting with 
the Insurance Board. 

Basically the minister Is opposed 
to compensation for loss of live¬ 
stock. He considers the actual loss 
caused by accidental shooting by 
hunters to be very small. The maj¬ 
ority of cases indicate vandalism 
which also includes damage to 
farm equipment. The burden of 
proof would be costly and if pro¬ 
ven as vandalism, could not be 
rightly charged to the fund. 

The minister outlined a proposed 
hunter training program for young 
people. The basic idea was to 
train leaders who, in turn, would 
be available to instruct young peo¬ 
ples’ groups (or adults). The 
leaders and trainees would be pro¬ 
vided witSh recognitions following 
the successful completion of tests, 
or examinations. 

The question arose as to 
whether granting of hunting 
licenses in the future would be 
dependent on successful completion 
of such courses. The minister felt 
this to be an interesting possibil¬ 
ity, but plans had not been devel¬ 
oped to the point where this 'bad 
been considered. 


The Carmangay Fish & Game 
Association held a general meeting 
in the church basement Saturday, 
Feb. 15, at 8:00 p. m. President 
Alvin Anderson was in the chair. 
He introduced three members from 
Stavely and two from Barons. 

The insurance policy for sports¬

Custodial Care Home Needed Here 

High River is to make a concerted drive for a 
custodial care type of hospital, with representatives 
of the High River hospital board, the town and the 
M.D. of Foothills forming a committee to present 
their views on such a hospital to the Department of 
Health in Edmonton. The need is seen for the type 
of hospital to care for patients with chronic or long¬ 
term illnesses, thus releasing urgently needed beds in 
the active treatment hospital. A 25-bed custodial 
care wing added to the present active-care hospital is 
envisaged. 

Terming as “foolish” the Department of Health’s 
previously announced intention to construct an auxili¬ 
ary hospital in Vulcan to serve the residents of the 
■overly-large Okotoks-High River-Vulcan area, the 
the mayor of High River said: “We must make a 
drive to get this hospital — whatever it may be term¬ 
ed now — chronic, auxiliary or custodial care.” 

Well, we have no particular quarrel with High 
River’s stated need for such a hospital, but the fact 
remains that the large area of which Vulcan is the 
trading and service centre has an identical need for 
the type of hospital that would take care of the 
chronically ill — the patients whose great need is for 
long-term bed care. Active hospitals are not intended 
to provide long-term nursing care but very often they 
are providing this service through necessity — there 
being no other place for the chronically ill to go and 
still be reasonably close to relatives. But in providing 
care for such patients, an active treatment hospital is 
using beds that are very often required for emer¬ 
gencies or for more seriously ill patients. 

We do think that the area originally designated 
to be served by an auxiliary hospital (which, by 
ministerial order, was to be located at Vulcan) was 
too large, in area if not in population. Certainly the 
chronically-ill from the Okotoks-High River area 
would not wish to be hospitalized at Vulcan; nor 
would residents of the Vulcan county area particu¬ 
larly wish to be patients at High River. 

The provincial government is, apparently, now 
revising its thoughts on the whole concept of auxili¬ 
ary hospitals and the auxiliary hospital program is 
being held in abeyance while new plans are being for¬ 
mulated. The need for custodial care for long-term 
patients is now being recognized and what may evolve 
as a replacement to the auxiliary hospital program is 
the construction of 25-bed custodial care homes, 
either as separate buildings or as semi-detached wings 
to existing active treatment hospitals. These would 
serve smaller areas than what was originally en¬ 
visaged as an auxiliary hospital area but would pro¬ 
vide the service needed, where it is needed. 

Vulcan should continue to make known to the 
Department of Health that an urgent need exists in 
the County area for this type of nursing home- 
hospital. Concerted action by the County, the Hos¬ 
pital Board and the Town Council will keep us in the 
forefront when custodial care home planning gets 
down to the matter of locations.

Old Newspaper Recalls 


Box Social at 

(From the Gleichen Call 
October 10th, 1918) 

The basket social and dance held 
in the new hall Friday evening, 
Sept. 27th, for the purpose of rais¬ 
ing a little Christmas money for 
the men who have gone to the 
front from the Queenstown district 
was a huge success. 

The sum of $1,123.00 was raised 
as follows: $420 was taken in at 
the door for tickets; 106 baskets 
were sold and brought $640 and 
$63 was donated. 

To raise such a big amount here 
was quite a "stunt” and should be 
an eye-opener to the people of 
other districts. It was wonderful 
in a year like this, when the crops 
were small and everybody needs to 
hold on to every dollar they have, 
and it goes to prove that the 
people out here have their hearts 
in the right place and feel that 
the boys, who left all behind and 
are now risking their lives in or¬ 
der that the world may be a bet¬ 
ter place to live in, need all the 
cheer we can send them for 
Christmas. Of course, not all the 
money came out of the district. 
There were quite a lot from Glei¬ 
chen, Cluny, Lomond, Kinondale, 
Reid Hill and other places; in fact 
the hall was jammed full. 

A good deal of praise is due to 
the committee who had charge of 
the affair. They had it advertised 
well and they had things running 
quite smooth. There was some 
criticism over the entrance fee at 
a box social, and while it was 
perhaps not a usual thing, what 
did it matter? The people knew 
what the money was to be used 
for and whether they paid a dol¬ 
lar at the door or put it all on 
the baskets did not matter much. 

The hall proved its worth on 
this occasion. Sometime ago the 
Farmer’s Co-Operative Association 
was severely criticised for build¬ 
ing such an expensive hall during 
war times. George Macomber at 
that time told the critics that the 
hall could be used as the very 
best means of raising money for 
any of the various war funds, and 
Friday night’s outcome proved this. 
We could never have held this in 
a school house. The crowd could 
never have got in. In fact they 
would never have come with the 
knowledge they have of former 
entertainments In school houses. 

The Calgary Veterans band un¬ 
avoidably disappointed the commit¬ 
tee at the last moment by tele¬ 
phoning that about half their 
members had been ordered to pro- 
ced at once to Siberia. Mrs. Train- 
or then got on the line and she 
promptly got another orchestra to 
fill another engagement she had 
in Calgary for the evening and ar¬ 
rived at Milo with five musicians 
to the delight of everyone. 

Among those who ably assisted 
the committee was Mr. Hardwick, 
the Snake Valley rancher, and Mr. 
Beach of Gleichen deserves thanks. 
Mr. Hardwick certainly had a job 
on his hands keeping track of the 
name of every man who bought a 
box, the price paid and securing 
the name of the lady who made 
the basker. Not satisfied with this 
he took upon himself the pleasure 
of paying the orchestra for one 
hour of extra music. 

Mr. Beach had offered his tal¬ 
ents as an auctioneer to sell the 
boxes and when he had not ar¬ 
rived at midnight the committee 
began to feel uneasy. Just then a 
wireless was received that some 
accident had overtaken his party 
out in the wilds of the Blackfoot 
reserve and a relief car was 
speedily despatched to the rescue. 
It was some job to sell baskets to 
that crowd and no. doubt Mr. 
Beach thought that tb sell horses 
and second hand implements at' a 
spring sale a cinch compared with 
with this. Still, after super human 
efforts and talking himself hoarse 
at times he accomplished the task, 
and got all the way from $1 to $26 
per box, and when the committee 
offered a vote of thanks and 
called for three cheers for the 
auctioneer they were most cheer¬ 
fully given. 

Among other attractions there 
was a full grown turkey presented 
by Mrs. Wilson Ivers that sold for 
$20 to Messrs. Phil Brown and 
H. D. Hardwick. The turkey was 
finally let loose in the hall and 
enjoyed a fine turkey trot. 

A meeting of the committee has 
been called to settle the financial 
affairs, when after deducting ex¬ 
penses amounting to $160 and 
$67.25 given the Queenstown Wo¬ 
men’s Institute to ipay for the 
Christmas boxes sent to the sol¬ 
diers,the balance will be equally 
divided and sent by registered 
mail to the boys at the front The 
committe hope the boys will ack¬ 
nowledge receipt of the amount as 
last year a few of the letters were 
returned long after. 

The committee in charge wish 
to thank everyone who partici¬ 
pated and helped to make the af¬ 
fair so successful, especially the 
ladies, who brought all the nice 
boxes, and brought the following

In one system, crested wheat 
grass was grazed until mid-June 
when the cattle were moved to 
native grass pasture. In the sec¬ 
ond, cattle were given free choice 
of both crested wheat and native 
grass pastures throughout the 
spring and summer. In the third, 
crested wheat grass was grazed 
until mid-June and both pastures 
were used for the rest of the sum¬ 
mer. 

All three gave higher returns 
than did native grass pastures. 

However, top rating was given 
the third system because it stood 
up better in the dry years of 1960 
and 1961. 

Under the system, one and one- 
half acres of wheat grass and 
eight acres of native grass carried 
a yearling for live months of graz-
